Dream Come True-K0CA’s visit to W1AW 
In January 2007 one of my dreams came true while 
| was attending my first meeting of the ARRL Board 
of Directors in Newington, Connecticut. | had the 
opportunity to operate W1AW -- the Maxim 
Memorial station honoring the founder and first 
President of the American Radio Relay League, the 
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national association of amateur radio in the United 
States. 


Wi1AW occupies a small brick building near the 
ARRL headquarters office building. It is easily 
recognized by the recently rebuilt antenna farm on 
two sides of the building. Inside, there are three 
studios, each with several fully-equipped operating 
positions. But what makes it really unique is a 
large wall full of transceivers, amplifiers, and audio 
equipment used for sending WAV bulletins on 
various ham bands. 


Station manager Joe Carcia NJ1Q asked me if | 
wanted to operate. He didn’t have to ask twice! | 
was soon calling “CQ de W1AVV" on CW, and 
quickly worked several stations. My run of stations 
wanting to have a QSO with W1AW came to an 
end when Joe said | had to QRT because a W1AVWV 
bulletin was about to begin. After the bulletin, Joe 
mentioned that the rare VU7RG station was on 20 
meter CVV, and W1AVW still needed that one in the 
log. | quickly volunteered to help, and soon 
managed to work that rare country using the 
WiAW call. 


Another enjoyable part of the trip was a visit with 
Dave Patton NN1N and his lovely wife Carol at their 
country home on a hill on a 20 acre tract outside 
Hartford. With Dave’s excellent station and 
antennas, combined with the advantage of an east 
coast location, | was able to quickly log the VU7 on 
30, 40 and 80 meter CW. Many of you may 
remember Dave from his days as a student at 
Western Illinois University at Macomb and his many 
contest operations from K4VX in Hannibal. Dave 
was formerly the manager of the ARRL Field and 
Educational Services Department, and was just 
named the manager of the Programs and Services 
Department, which will include DXCC, contesting, 
and LoTW. 


Another highlight of the weekend was the ARRL 
board meeting. Although | was one of the new 
members, everyone gave me a warm welcome. 
The directors and vice directors are a great group 
of hams who set the policy for ARRL, our national 
association of amateur radio. Several important 
issues which came before the board at this meeting 
included reorganization of several ARRL 
departments to better serve the membership, the

February 2007

The year 2007 started out great for DXers with 
another shot at working the very rare VU7 
Lakshadweep Islands. The VU7RG and VU7MY 
DXpedition groups were very active in January. If 
you were lucky enough to work them, they have a 
stateside manager - QSL via N200. On the 
licensing front, the big news is that the removal of a 
Morse code requirement for all U.S. amateur 
licenses is now tentatively set to become effective 
February 23. We should see a lot of new and 
upgrading hams on the HF bands. Let’s welcome 
them to HF, and help mentor them in setting up an 
HF station and getting on the air. While we're at it, 
let's share with them some of the thrills of DXing. 


1S Spratly Islands. Look for the DXOJP DXpedition 


team of seven operators to be active from the 
Spratly Islands from February 3 to 13. They will be 
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on all bands and modes. Their web page is 
www.dxcom.jp/dxO0jp. QSL via JATHGY. The team 
plans to also upload their logs to LoTW. 

T32 Eastern Kiribati. T32MO is on the air from 
Fanning (lota OC-084) until mid-February. They 
plan to operate from Christmas Island (OC-024) 
beginning around February 21. QSL via OM2SA. 


YI Iraq. Bert WH7USA plans to operate using the 
call sign YISUS on CW and digital modes from Iraq 
beginning in mid-February. 


YVO Aves Island. There will be a DXpedition to 
Aves Island beginning February 8, signing YWWODX. 
They will be on the air until sometime between 
February 15 to 18. Check out the team’s web page 
at http://www.ywOdx.4m5dx.org. QSL via IT9DAA. 


The ARRL CW DX Contest will be the weekend of 
February 17-19. This will be a great time to pick up 
some new countries and band/countries. 


Ten local DXers had fun at the organizational 
meeting of our local DX club on January 6 at my 
house. The next get-together will be a lunch 
meeting on Saturday, April 7, 2007 at noon in 
Quincy. Mike NA9Q is arranging a location. The 
group will soon be picking a name for the club. 
Danny NG9R has volunteered to help start an email 
reflector, which we'll do as soon as we name the 
club — QSL.net can’t change the name once the 
mailing list is set up. We'll exchange late-breaking 
DX information on the 146.94 repeater. Weill also 
keep in touch on the W9AWE Packetcluster, which 
Mike has put back on the air. The W9AWE ‘cluster 
has access to Internet DX spots through the 
W9ZRX node (telnet to “cluster.w9zrx.net”). 
Currently, there is only 2 meter access to WOAWE, 
but Mike will also set up the W9AWE ‘cluster for 
Internet access in the near future. The club has 
agreed to have a year-long 2007 DX marathon 
operating event for club members, similar to the CQ 
DX Marathon. The goal will be to work as many 
DXCC entities and CQ zones as possible at least 
once during the calendar year. No QSL cards are 
required. If you're interested in joining the club or 
finding out more details, contact NA9Q or KOCA.
